To Peter and Six more of 
the Diltiples, as they were fifhing at the Sea of Tiberias, 
Fob, at. 2, To James, (as fome conjecture) for the 
ftrengthening him againft his Martyrdom, being the 
firft of the Apoftles that was to fufter, Ailsi2. To 
the Eleven Difciples upon a Mountain in Galilee, to make 
good that ke had promis’d by the Women, Mar. 28. 
To more than Five Hundred Brethren at once, and to 
all thofe laft of all, that were prefent at his Alcenfion, 
from the Mount of Olives, A€ts 1. To which Eleven 
Apparitions, before his Afcenfion, if we add thatto St. 
Paul, Atts 9. it will make up the full Dozen, or Jury, 
to quit our Caufe, andcaft Oppofers. But if Appariti- 
ons fhould feem to any too fubjeét to Counterteiting, 
we have a Cloud of Witnefles befides to confirm it. 


From Heaven, of Angels: He # rifen, be % not bere, 
fatisfy your own Eyes, come fee the Place where tke Lord 
Jay, Mat.28. From Women on Farth, who were unlike 
in fuch a Cafe to vent a Falfhood, becaulé they {carce 
beliew'd it themfelves. They have taken away (faith Mary 
Magdalen, who \iccle thought of hisrifing) the Lord out 
of the Sepulchre, and ] know not where they have laid bim, 
Joh.
